HOSE who shudder at the thought of tariff boundaries be- 
T ing abolished should take a backward look and see how 
far the world has come on the réad toward free trade in 
the last hundred and fifty years. 

Before the great revolution there were probably more eustoms 
houses in France alone, taking toll on purely internal commerce— 
than there are now in all Europe. On the Loire, between Orleans 
and Nantes, a distance of about 200 miles, there were twenty-eight 
such customs houses. On another natural trade route there were 
thirty. Traffic was held up, hampered and muleted in every con- 
ceivable way. 

The story of Blanchet’s wine is the classic illustration of the 
folly of those times. M. Blanchet bought some wine in the south 
of France and ordered it sent to his home in Paris. But at every 
step of the way he had to pay duty. At Nevers, five separate and 
distinct tariffs were levied; one for the Due de Nevers, one for 
the bishop, one for the mayor and town council and one for each 
of two privileged nobles. At another place four tariffs were ex- 
acted. At several points on the road Blanchet had to pay a 
double or triple duty. By the time his wine got to Paris the 
original cost had been quite lost sight of in the multitude of 
transit charges. 

If some way can be found to make predatory powers play fair, 
customs houses at national boundaries may yet go the way of those 
which levied toll on Blanchet’s wine.—Chicago Journal. 
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S ECRETARY LANSING has not a monopoly on all the in-

Equally important is our duty to reinforee England, whom the 
kaiser is bent upon starving into submission by U-boat ruthless- 
ness, and to give sustenance to Italy whose strokes if duly sup- 
ported will play a big part in winning and shortening the war. 

The interests of those valiant and sacrificial nations are our 
interests; we should make their needs our earnest concern. Every 
ounce of food that is wasted in this country is so much taken from 
the mouths of our Allies, and every ounce saved in this country is 
so much added to their subsistence.

| way commission was rendered Mon- 
day, just three years from the time 
the $1,750,000 for good roads was 
voted by the people, and wtih a 
vote of appreciation from the super- 
visors the commission adjourned sine 
die. J. B. Gill, chairman; W. A. 
Freemire and George S. Hinckley, the 
commissioners, expressed their ap- 
preciation of the hearty cooperation 
which had been given by the super- 
visors. 

The highway commissioners and 
the supervisors went over the final 
report at a conference Monday after- 
noon. 

The commission completes its work 
with $15,667.24 excess of assets over 
liabilities, after having handled $1,- 
846,828.79. 

The report lists all of the roads 
and shows the mileage of each on 
which there were permanent high- 
ways constructed. 

In the report is an itemized ap- 
praisement of the liabilities, totaling 
$389.37, and of the assets, which are 
divided, cash balance in fund §$1,- 
880.11, $718.05 for office furniture, 
$12,015.05 for machinery and road 
equipment, $300 for automobiles, $4,- 
143.70 bills receivable, and $6000 on 
the Riley Fox ranch, total of $25,- 
056.91. 

The county takes over the assets 
of the commission and will in turn 
pay the bills now standing against 
the commission.

DR. WILLIAM H. CRAIG 

The only excuse that Dr. Will- 
iam H. Craig can give for locat- 
ing in Upland, or North Ontario, 
as it was known when Dr. Creis 
first came here, is that several 
of his friends and neighbors in 
faraway Pennsylvania were re. 
siding here. 

Like a lot of men and women 
now living in California, it took 
Dr. Craig two years deciding 
just where he wanted to live and 
during a part of those two years 





he travelled back and forth be- 
tween Pennsylvania and Califor- 
nia, but finally the Southern Cal- 
ifornia disease took hold of him 
and he located here and grew up 
with the country. 

‘Twas in the month of May 
1859 there appeared at the home 
of a steamboat engineer a little 
lad who since that date has pre- 
sided over 3,000 births and has 
lived to see many of those babes 
grow into young manhood and 
young womanhood. 

Dr. Craig received his school 
day training at* Freedom, Pa., 
attended the Woodlawn Acada 
my at Woodlawn and the Curry 
Institute at Pittsburg. In 1886 
he graduated from the P. & S. 
Medical School at Baltimore and 
spent the following six months 
in the city hospital, not as a 
patient, but in getting hospital 
experience. Since that time Dr. 
Craig has put in thirty years or 
more in active medical practice 
and at different times has taken 
postgraduate work in both the 
New York and Chicago post 
graduate schools, that he might 
keep strictly abreast and a little 
ahead of the modern ideas in 
things medical and surgical. 

But lest we forget. ‘Tis said, 
“In the springtime a young 
man’s fancy lightly turns to 
thoughts of love,’ and so in this 
instance Dr. Craig remembered 
a little tot that attended Sunday 
school when he was a kid. He 
liked her then and she liked 
him and one day when he went 
back home he met her and Miss 
Lois Cheney became Mrs. Craig.

The bureau of markets, 
through its city market work, af- 
fects both the country producer and 
the city consumer. 

Those in charge of the home de- 
monstration work in the various 
states welcome the authority and 
the opportunity to work directly with 


urban dwellers. In former years 


they have often held extension 
schools, meetings, and demonstra- 
tions in canning, preserving, cook- 
ing, and other lines of food conserv- 
ation in towns and cities, for coun- 
try women, on account of the con- 
venience of holding them there, and 


lithe town and city women have in- 


cidentally derived much benefit from 
such meetings. 
The plans for the city demonstra- 


ition agents call for the employment 


of workers who will cooperate with 
and work through organizations al- 
ready in existence or help to form 
new ones where none exist. They 
will assist the city women in their

HOW Y. M. C. A, SECRETARIES 
ARE SERVING ARMY MEN 


Telling how army Y. M. C. A. sec- 
retaries are serving men in the war 
zone, how they meet the wounded 
from the front line trenches and 
serve them with hot tea and choco- 
late, Capt. H. A. Pearson, of the 
Canadian army, is touring this coun- 
try in behalf of the $35,000,000 na- 
tional campaign of the Y. M. C. A, 
November 11 to 20, for war work 
among Uncle Sam’s army. 

Captain Pearson asserts that nine 
per cent of the Y. M. C. A. work- 
ers at the front have been killed 
and tells of a Y. M. C. A. hut erect- 
ed less than 1100 yards from the 
big German guns. 

That hut stood for 91 nights, when 
it was destroyed by shell fire, but in 
that period it served thousands of 
men who found within its inviting 
walls companionship, reading matter 
and writing material. They found 
spiritual influence and a relief from 
the monotony of the trenches. They 
found a touch of home and music. 
It is this work, according to Captain 
Pearson, that serves to make the 
soldier contented. Without the Y. 
M. C. A. he would be morose and 
unmanageable. With its influence he 
is a different man. It makes him a 
better soldier. No matter where 
he goes he finds the Y. M. C. A. 
ready to serve him. 

To continue this work and make 
it possible to serve the soldier at 
home and at the front, the Y. M. 
C. A. inaugurated its campaign for 
$35,000,000 November 11 to 20.

Various Types 
The most important types of Marsh 
Seedless trees and fruits found so 
far in our performance work are as 
follows: 
Standard. The trees of this type 
produce large and regular crops. The 





fruits have characteristically a 
slightly flattened shape. The ripe 
fruits have a very smooth, — satin- 


like skin of ivory white color, thin 
rind, from none to ten seeds each, 
being commercially seedless. The 
rag is tender, having a slightly bit- 
ter taste which is pleasant and 
agreeable. The fruits have an abun- 
dance of juice that spurts from the 
fruits when they are cut. The juice 
possesses the desired and _ typical 
grapefruit quality, a highly develop- 
ed pleasing flavor that is only equal- 
ed amongst California citrus fruits, 
in the opinion of the writer, by the 
fine flavor of the Washington Navel 
orange. This type is worthy of a 
separate varietal name in that it has 
been successfully isolated in Cali- 
fornia by bud selection and is being 
extensively propagated by Califor- 
nia citrus growers, 

Seeded. The trees of this type dif- 
fer but little in appearance or fruit- 
ing behavior from those of the stand- 
ard. The fruits are very similar in 
appearance to the standard and can 
hardly be sorted out from those by 
even the most experienced workers. 
The fruits are usually heavily seed- 
ed, averaging about 75 seeds each. 
Otherwise the characteristic quality 
of the fruits is as satisfactory. 

Flattened and Wrinkled. The trees 
| of this type usually have a more up- 
right habit of growth than the stand- 
ard. The fruits have but few seeds 
but frequently are lacking in juice. 


is of comparatively poor quality. 
The rag is usually rather coarse and 
bitter. The wrinkled appearance 
around the stems of the fruits de- 
tracts from their appearance for 
commercial purposes. This type is 
| distinctly inferior to the standard. 
It occasionally occurs as limb sports 
in standard trees, in which case it 
jcan be eliminated by pruning. 


Corrugated. The trees of this 
type are similar in appearance to 
those of the standard. The fruits 


are usually globular in shape. The 
rind is ribbed so as to give a ridg- 
ed or corrugated appearance to the 
fruit. The color of the rind is like- 
ly to be yellowish green, ang it nev- 
ler assumes the highy desired, clean 
ivory-white appearance. The rind is 
usually thick, the rag tough and 
very bitter, and the juice is of in- 
iferior quality. This type also ap- 
pears as limb sports in standard 
type trees, in which case it can be 
removed by pruning. 

Bell-shaped. The bell-shaped type 
trees are usually dwarfed in  ap- 
pearance and have a drooping habit 
of growth. The fruits have a char- 
acteristic bell, or pear-like, shape, re- 
sembling somewhat _ typical shad- 
docks. The rind is usually very 
thick and the skin possesses a Jel- 
lowish cast. The ra is usually 
coarse and tough and the juice of 
poor quality. The trees of this 
type are usually light bearers as 
|compared with the standard. 

Rough. The trees of this type are

| Aside from the types listed above 
| we have occasionally found navel

and many minor variations of little 
importance from the commercial 
standpoint. From the breeding view- 
point these variations, or fluctua- 
tions from the standard and other 
types, are of interest and possible 
| importance. 
| In.this connection we cannot help 
;but mention the peculiar so-called

The “Battle of the Marne” will be 


fought over again this winter by the 


railroads of America. 

Pitted against the unified skill 
and experience of the nation’s car- 
riers is an avalanche of traffic such 
as all history never saw before. 

Despite the extrarodinary achieve- 
ments and efforts of the Railroad’s 
War Board in cutting car shortage 
from 148,000 in April to about 30,000 
on September 1, the increasing pres- 
sure of fall crops and government 
needs, has forced the figure now to 
70,000. 

Moreover there is every indication 
that as America proceeds with the 
war, the strain upon the railroads 
will grow greater. Traffic of the 
country is increasing at the rate of 
fifteen hundred per cent a month. 
Crops are unusually heavy, factories 
all over the country are clamoring 
for fuei and demanding twice as 
many cars for their output as nor- 
mal conditions would mean. The 
strike of coal miners in the East now 
throws upon the burden of hauling 
to the cities in one month all the 
coal which they have been given 
two months to haul. 

The roads at the present time are 
getting out of each locomotive and 
car approximately fifty per cent. more 
use than they did two years ago, but 
there is an obvious limit to human 
possibilities. The carrier can get no 
reinforcements in the way of new 
equipment, for practically the en- 
tire output of American locomotive 


and car shops is needed by the gov, 


ernment for use abroad. 

The draft has increased the diff- 
iculties which many railroads are 
experiencing in securing an adequate 


supply of labor, particularly un- 
skilled labor for maintenance of 
track and roadway. 

The Southern Pacific company is 


urging its employees all over the 
system to redouble their exertions 
and is seeking to enlist the sympa- 


thetic cooperation and moral sup- 
port of shippers and commercial 
bodies along its lines. 

Heavier car loading, quicker re- 
lease ,and more intelligent use of 


the box car equipment are the only 
weapons the railroads have available 
now to wage the great war, and 
victory can only be achieved if ship- 
pers load and unload promptly, load 
ears full, and assist loyally in every 
way to make one car suffice to do 
the work of two. 

It has been said that this is now 
a ‘Railroads’ War.’ The railroads 
of France saved that country in the 
battle of the Marne. American rail- 
roads will preserve it. By the use 
of railroads systems it has been 
possible to transport whole armies 
from one front to another—a thing 
that has kept Germany from defeat 
more than once. The railroads are 
now making it possible to feed and 
supply the millions of men in the 
field to the extent hitherto undream- 
military experts. 
America the railroads were the first 
to organize on a military basis and 
it was through their agency that the 
cantonments were built, a million 
men mobilized, kept supplied daily, 
and everything that went to the Al- 
lies moved to the Atlantic seaboard. 

Now we are approaching the peak 
of the war-time movement. Cars 
and locomotives which have been 
undergoing severe service must be 
made to do. still more; shippers 
must cooperate still more effectively; 
railroads traffic and operating ex- 
perts must be on the job every min- 
ute. 

If the railroads can hold the first 
line of defense until the spring, then 


the country can breathe easier for 
the most dramatic struggle in the 
history of transportation will have 
been won. 
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SAVE GOOD YEARLING HENS 

Among farmers” generally it is 
the common practice to sell the hens 
that are past a year old for poultry 
when they stop laying in the fall. 
Under the usual conditions this is 
good policy, for as a rule only about 
half of the flock lay well enough the 
second year to be profitable, and 
farmer who has pullets enough to 
replace all his old hens sees no ad- 
vantage in keeping any of them over. 

This year, however, those patriotic 


farmers who desire to do their part | 


to increase the poultry and egg sup- 
plies will find it desirable to retain 
a considerable proportion of the 
yearling hens. Farmers in the corn 
belt especially will find it to their 
interest to hold all the good yearling 
hens they have, making such addi- 
tion to their poultry house  equip- 
ment as may be necessary to prop- 
erly accommodate both pullets and 
hens. 
ed, as neither pullets nor hens will 
do their best. 

In selecting hens to keep over, 
preference should be given to those 
that molt in September or later, for 
they are—as a rule—the most per- 
sistent layers. Such hens may not 
be at this time the best looking in 
the flock. They are likely to be 
rough in plumage with somewhat 
shriveled combs and pale colored 
legs. These things, however, are 
merely incidental to the non-laying 
and molting period. 

Hens that appear in prime condi- 
tion at this time are those that molt- 
ed in the summer because they stop- 
ped laying early. The exceptions 
which it may be desirable to retain 
are hens which reared broods in 
early summer and molted while run- 
ning with the chicks.

Portions of the act which went in- 
to effect July 31st read as folows: 

Section 1 It shall be unlawful for 
any person, copartnership, or corpo- 
ration to engage in the business or 
act in the capacity of a real estate 
broker or a real estate salesman | 
with in this state without first ob- 
taining a license therefor. 

Section 2—A real estate broker 
within the meaning of this act is a 
person, copartnership or corporation 
who for compensation seils or offers 
for sale, buys or offers to buy, or ne- 
gotiates to purchase or sale or ex- 
change of ‘real estate, or who, for 
compensation negotiates loans on real 
estate, leases or offers to lease, or 
rents or places for rent or collects 
rent from real estate or improve- 
ments thereon for others as a whole 
or partial vocation. 

Section 8—The fees 
shall be as follows: 

1—For a broker’s license a fee of 
ten dollars. 

2—For a corporation, the annual 
fee shall be ten dollars and said li- 
cense shall entitle the president of 
said corporation to engage in the 
real estate business within the mean- 
ing of this act. For officers other 
than the president of a corporation, 
who shall engage in the real estate 
business within the meaning of this 
act the annual fee shall be two dol- 
lars. 

38—For a copartnership, the annual 
fee shall be ten dollais, and the li- 
cense issued to said copartnership 
shall entitle one member of said co- 
partnership to engage in the real 
estate businese within the meaning 
of this act. For each other member 
of such copartnership the annual fee 
shall be two dollars. 

4—For salesman and solicitors, the 
annual fee shall be two dollars. 

Said license fee shall accompany 
the application and bond herein pro- 
vided for, and no license shall be is- 
sued for less than a period of one 
year. 

It shall be unlawful for any li- 
censed broker to pay a commission 
for performing any of the acts here- 
in specified to any person who is 
not a licensed broker, except a li- 
censed salesman or solicitor directly 
in the employ of a licensed broker 
who shall then receive the same only 
through or from his employer, and 
except to a regular salaried em- 
ployee who has been employed for 
not less than six months by such 
broker. 

Section ll—Any person or corpora-
